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Media Misled on Students' 
Free Trade Positions

If one wishes to know hos the student body at Laurentian University truly feels, regardir gfree trade, 
a proper poll should be taken. One that the students will be made aware of, and given ample time to 
form their opinions upon.

Lumping us all into a 50/50 category, somehow does not allow us to bring forth the real individual- 
ity, that the free trade issue warrents!

Our government seems to have given far too much to the United States, and taken in return, what 
appears as unpromised hopes, for a vague idea of free trade. 

What other 
contract would we accept, that does not specify, written in detail, precisely what we stand to either gain 
or lose? Can we trust our government, who did not initially speak or agree with free trade, in their 
original mandate, to truly have our best individual interests, as a whole, in mind?

Article's Content Clarified 



Sir, 

I find that I must clarify a few points brought up in the article "Kopanas Leaves CFLR" (Jan. 18/88). 
Firstly, Kopanas and Dodd did indeed start the station up in the fall of '85, however, it was not the lack 
of SGA support through those years that stifled any plans. I empathize with John Kopanas, but I am 
in no position to point fingers or lay blame. As far as the quest to obtain FM status, the past few months 
have been frustrating, but I must say that this year's SGA Executive, President and Council have been 
the most supportive and encouraging of the years I have been involved with CFLR. The main prob- 
lems at CFLR have been the low number of dedicated volunteers, the absence of properly delegated 
responsibility, and minor cash flow difficulties. As far as programming goes, it has been a little 
substandard, but that is to be expected with a majority of new programmers filling the time slots. The 
main problem here has been the shortage of morning and midday programmers, as well as non- 
musical on air volunteers (i.e. - news, sports, community access, etc.). 

Concerning Kopanas' desire to be paid, the issue here is not whether or not CFLR Administration 
should receive an honorarium, but the station's ability to pay such an honorarium at its present level 
of income and growth. On the topic of budgets and income, this is the first year in which CFLR has 
stayed within its budget of student levy money, a direct result of SGA President, Dave Filion and Roy's 
watchful eye. The minor cash flow difficulties should be rectified by the middle of February. 

Concerning the "hardcore" and "weird" programming, I must state that there are two hardcore type 
programs, but they are well done and consistent in their direction. "Weird" programming and 
"hardcore" programming, as mentioned by Kopanas do exist on CFLR, but do not dominate the 
schedule, and it is my belief that Kopanas was speaking without having verified his suspicions. 
(NOTE: CFLR still receives a fair amount of listener feedback and requests.) 

Lastly, the position of Station Manager no longer exists at CFLR for now. The position will be 
replaced by six directors, who will combine their efforts to evaluate the station to a level at which it is 
no more than a glorified jukebox, but to one from which it can confidently make the transition to FM 
broadcasting. The six positions are all open to anyone interested. More information is available from 
CFLR (after noon daily) and the SGA. The deadline for applications, etc. has been extended to January 
29th.

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SGA'S Response to a Musical Loss 

It was with great sadness that the SG A Executive learned of John Koparfas' resignation from CFLR, 
and we feel it is only fitting that we acknowledge all that he has done for the campus radio station. 

In 1985, when CFLR was born, John Kopanas, along with Chris Dodd, was the driving force behind 
a team committed to creatinv a campus radio station for Laurentian. As time has gone by, many people 
'devoted' to CFLR have fallen to the wayside in the face of ridiculing and demeaning comments about 
the station and the people involved in it. John was not one of these. Throughout the graving pains, 
he has remained steadfast, holding on to his vision. He sold the vision to the SGA, University

Thank you, John, for the blood, sweat and tears that you have poured into CFLR for the members 
of the SGA. All of us owe you a great debt, for without you, CFLR would be only a fading memory, 
and not the growing station that it is today.

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Speilberg's Empire Sets 
Over Shanghai

Perhaps there is no producer 
in Hollywood with a bigger 
reputation or a bigger wad of 
money in his pocket than 
Stephen Speilberg - at least that 
is the impression one gets from 
stories about his recent exploits 
on the set of his latest multi- 
million dollar epic, Empire of the 
Sun. 

Shot in three countries, 
Spain, China, and England, 
with 15,000 extras and 500 crew 
members, it remains to be seen 
whether the high production 
values of Empire translate into 
the Oscar that Speilberg has 
been salivating over for the past 
few years. 

Certainly, it is a good film, 
with marvelous special effects, 
fairly good acting and an excel- 
lent story, yet in comparison 
with competition from such 
films as Broadcast News, Moon- 
struck, Full Metal Jacket and a 
whole slew of Oscar contenders 
in the running this year, it is not 
this year's most outstanding 
film. The Color Purple still 



stands up as Speilberg's best 
dramatic effort to date, and 
while many people were disap- 
pointed that Speilberg did not 
win the Oscar for Best Director 
last time (especially Speilberg 
himself), he really has not made 
a film which has been able to 
stand up favourably to the 
tough competition - after all, 
one can not expect immediate 
success after made such a beef- 
headed film as E.T. 

Empire of the Sun tells the 
story of a young British boy Jim 
Graham, played by Christian 
Bale, who finds himself alone in 
Shanghai as Japanese troops are 
invading the city in December 
1941. Tanks and troops roll 
across the screen creating chaos 
in the city's streets. The boy, 
being detached from politics 
and events in Europe, sees the 
Japanese as heroes. Later, he is 
captured along with his adult 
friend Basie and taken to a Japa- 
nese prisoner-of-war camp 
where he learns the pragmatic 
values of survival, yet is unsure

of moral ideals. Empire of the 
Sun isthestoryofayoungboy's 
journey towards a sense of right 
and wrong. 

Speilberg's strong points are 
his technical genius and his 
ability to evoke strong emo- 
tions from his audience. Empire 
of the Sun is further evidence of 
his technical mastery. The film 
is alive with tense action, 
eloquently capturing the 
sombre atmosphere of the last 
days of "free" Shanghai in 1941. 
One can see how Speilberg has 
been influenced by the mass 
culture of the 1940' s, as images 
from Margaret Bourke- White's 
photographs and Life magazine 
appear on the screen. 

However, the film is lacking 



the emotion of his previous ef- 
forts, perhaps because the main 
character is, in many respects, 
such a distant figure. This is not 
to say that the audience does 
not empathize with him, after 
all there is no concept more uni- 
versal than a young victim of 
war. But at the same time Em- 
pire of the Sun evokes a sch- 
maltzy, melodramatic tone 
similar to Victorian melodra- 
mas. There is so much misery 
you can often feel that you are 
sitting through a cheap disaster 
movie. 

In terms of acting, Christian 
Bale gives a superior perform- 
ance for a boy his age. Sadly, 
this cannot be said for previous 
Oscar nominee John Malkovich 



who is surprisingly outshone 
by the younger actor on several 
occasions. It is not the actors 
performances, however, which 
desensitize us to the gravity of 
their characters' situations, but 
Speilberg's style. 

The elevated sentiments of- 
ten present in Speilberg's films 
mark one of the dangers of his 
approach: while his films capi- 
talize upon our emotions, often 
exaggerate traumatic events so 
much in an attempt to heighten 
the impact upon us that they 
dull our senses. Empire of the 
Sun is his most obvious ex- 
ample of this tendency, leading 
one to the conclusion that the 
film was a hot potato for 
Speilberg that should have been 
left alone.

The Soviet Union defeated 
Canada 72-68 in a spectacular 
display of world class women's 
basketball, Saturday night at 
the packed Laurentian gym. 

The game marked the return 
of former lady Vee Carol Ha- 
milton who led team Canada 
with 23 points. The Canadians 
had it tough in the early going, 
but Hamilton 's play kept Can- 
ada in the game. "She (Hamil- 
ton) bailed us out in the first 
seven minutes". Explain the 
Canadian coach Wayne 
Hussey. Although Canada had 
fallen behind by as much as 10 
points during the first half, 
Hamilton led Canada back to 
within 31-28 by the end of the 
half when she hit a 3 point shot 
at the buzzer.

A Living Parable 

Jesus of Nazareth walked 
among us....DId you recognize 
him? 

Norman the itinerant who 
spent two days among us was 
meant to be a living parable of 
Jesus of Nazareth. Simple, 
charming and warm; yet "dif- 
ferent" by his appearance, pro- 
vocative in his critical view of 
our society and inviting radical 
chianges in our style of life, in 
our way of relating to one an- 
other. 

The idea of this parable was 
the result of a group effort of a 
few students gathered to reflect 
of the Christian Unity Week 
schedule for the last week of 
January. The group soon recog- 
nized that the need of this cam- 
pus is not mainly one of unity, 
but the need of a basic con- 
sciousness: Does it mean any- 
thing to be Christian? Most stu- 
dents on the campus are bap- 
tized 

in the name of the Father, of 
the Son and of the Holy Spirit; 
what does it mean? What does 
it change? Are we Christians 
driven to be more caring, sen- 
sitive, willing to overcome 
prejudices...Are we more moti- 
vated in our studies to bring a 
better contribution to society, 
not for a bigger salary or a 
maximised profit margin but 
for a better quality of life. 

The intent of the living par- 
able is, hopefully, to put ques- 
tions in our mind, make us 
think, stimulate discussing and 
sharing. 

Our itinerant Norman was 



invited to live out to his best, 
Jesus' attitudes and concerns. 
The living parable is not a 
simple role play for Norman-he 
is really committed to Christian 
life as his past history demon- 
strates. Norman has spent time 
as a volunteer worker in Haiti, 
visited and continued a support 
commitment to Nicaragua, 
worked in a hospital as a nurs- 
ing aide, taught as a qualified 
teacher to delinquent youths 
and handicapped people, and 
has been living in a community 
with handicapped people [for 
over ten (10) years] to name 
only those activities that are 
simple to describe. 

If you wish to contonue a 
reflection on the implications of 
our Christian faith on daily life 
and the organization of societh, 
we will get together on Thurs- 
day, January 28, 1988 at 7:00 
p.m. in the University of Sud- 
bury Student Lounge.

years. That is the undead, or to 
be more precise, Vampires. 

The two books that I am re- 
viewing this week are "Vamps" 
and " The Soft Whisper of the 
Dead". If I could, I would also 
discuss R. McCanne's "They 
Thirst", but unfortunately it's 
out of print, so I can't. 

(It's The Newlydead Game. 
Vampirette #1 is a microchip 
designer from Silicon Valley, 
where her co-workers call her 
silicone mountains and an 
airhead. Vampirette #2 is an 
airline stewardess who says she 
has a wacky sense of humour, 
and she is also a bubble brain. 
Vampirette #3 says she loves 
big fluffy dogs, Bob Hope, and 
America . Yes, that's right, she's 
a failed myth America contest- 
ant. She's a complete babbling 
imbecile. Which of these fly-by- 
night girls do you want to drink 
your blood?) 

Yes, The Guy in Parentheses 
is also back. As he implied, the 
first book on our review list is 
"Vamps", a collection of stories 
about female vampires. (Fangs 
for the mumories.) Tacky, Guy 
in parentheses, very tacky. 
(Well one of us has to say it.) 

Vamps is an intriguing an- 
thology, with many different 
styles and formats. The theme 
is approached from almost 
every conceivable angle. 

Most notable in the book is 
the story "Carmillia", which 
was the first work in the subject 
of female vampires, and the last 
in the book. It is largely a study 
of the victorious view of lesbi- 
anism. The sensual, immoral 
feel of the story is genuinely un- 
nerving. 

"The Soft Whisper of the 
Dead", on the other hand, is an 
attempt by Charles R. Grant 
(who is up there with Clive 
Barker and Dan Simmons, as 
one of the great horror writers 
of our day) to do a novel in the 
style of a horror film. To say 
more than that he succeeds 
wonderfully would be to say 
too much. 

The third book, "They 
Thirst", I unfortunately can't 
comment on. If I could discuss 
out of print books, I would say 
that say that it was a wonderful, 
fast paced, epic, exceedingly 
nasty tale of vampirism in L. A,, 
and I recommend it highly. 
Simmons is working his way up 
to the list of greats I gave earlier. 
I am still left wondering what 
it is about vampires that is so 
fascinating. Do we all somehow 
absorb lifeblood from those 
around us? We are all destruc- 
tive and we do drain that which 
is vital from others. We can 
glory in the feeling of what we 
ate. Until we look in the mirror. 
And see not a soul.
